I»uisville, Ky., May .'ll. — All the Latonia Derby 
caiiditlates w’erc out at Chnr<*hill Downs and Douglas 
Park .yesterday taking slow exercisi*. Meridian, 
whiidi U. F. Carman may ship back to Kentucky 
troin Canada for the Derli.v, was cantered slowly in 
t'ompany witli .Magazine and looked as tit as could 
be. The Latonia Derby favorite fills the 050 and is 
the admiration of all the trainers. 1 ‘eter Wimmer, 
the astute trainer who was in charge of Senoiita 
Stud when .Meridian was foaled, seems to think 
that the Kentucky Derby wlimer will fancy the mile 
and a half route at Latonia as well as he did the 
shorter Derby distance here, ’file colt's sire could 
iMitJi sprint and stay and .Meridian is a more sturdily 
built horst* than was Rroomstick. Since his Derl»y 
victory hen*. Meridian has shown no signs of the 
soreness he exhibited at times earlier in the spring 
at l.<‘xington and the Carman crack is now un- 
doubteilly training soundly. 

John F. Schorr is not mucli put out over the de- 
feat of his Latonia Derby caiulidate. Star Charter, 
here last Saturday, as two goml fillies finished in 
front of him and he was concisling eleven i>ounds to 
one and fourteen to the other. The first mile in that 
race was also run faster than the mile in the 
Rourbon Ilandicai) Thursda.v w’hen King’s Daughter 
and Uzana llgureil In a dead h(*at, with Ronnie Ktdso 
in third jdace. .Mr. Schorr says that Star Charter 
will surely start in the Latonia Derby and he looks 
for the Clark Handicap winner to give a gotnl ac- 
eount of himseU as he runs better for J. Wilson 
than any other lK»y and that rider will have the 
mount on him in the big race. 

Governor Gra.v came out of tlie I.,onisville Handicap 
in fine condition and was walking around the shed 
of his stable at the lK>wns as if ho had not lM‘en 
raced fur a luoutli. Jocke.v A. Thomas, who i-ode 
^ him Saturday, told Captain Williams that the noted 
gelding did not begin to run until the race was 
nearl.v over, but that w’hen he finally got on his 
striile, he appeared to have all his speed and that 
had tlM' race lM*en a mile he would have lieen much 
closer up. Captain Williams thinks that over the 
mile and a half route Governor Gray will shine. 
The sou of (Jarry Herrmauu — Salama was today 
shippeil to Latonia and he will get his final trials 
for the Derb.v at the Kenton Count.v course about 
the middle of next week. Captain W'illiams pre- 
dicts that if his horsi‘ is beaten in the Derby. Han 
d’Or’s mark of 2 ::> 2 i, made when he beat I’laiidit 
thirlet'ii .years ago, vvill surely be eclipsed. 

W. G. Yanke announces Rmind the \Vorld as a 
jiosltlve starter and e.\i>ects her to display her liest 
form. She has improveil in appearance considerably 
since she ran in the Kentucky Derby. She will be 
a starter in the Kentucky Oaks, to be run on the 
final day of the Churchill Downs meeting and wMll, 
after the finish of that race, be w’orked out the mile 
ami a half as a final preparation for her Latonia 
IbM-by engagement. 

J. R. Kespess is considering the advisability of 
starting Forehead, but it is doubtful if he w’ill, as 
the colt is not consiilenM to be of Derby timber. 
Messenger Roy finds many supporters, notably 
among tliose who witnessed his iierforinanee in the 
Derb.v at Jacksonville, in which he lauded third. 
There an* a few who are inclined to think tliat he 
should have been the winner of that race. 

Appli<*a lions for stable room continue to pour in 
and the proper accommoilation of the late lomers 
promises to jiresent a probh‘in to the managi*ment. 
Gf course, those* that made reservations earlier, 
will be given preference. The indications an* that 
there win lie at least 1.200 horses in tin? vicinity of 
tile track tliis s«*ason. This will be more than have 
been at Churchill Downs and Douglas Dark during 
tin* pn*s«uit t«*rm of racing here. 

l^irry Rogenschuts. the track sup«*rinteudent at 
Latonia. w’ho has b«*en here assigning horsc'inen their 
stable* cpiarters. aunoimces that the remodelled plant 
will be in thorough readiin*s.s for opening day. 

The advance* sab* of box seats for Derby d:iy has 
nearl.v <*xhausted the supply and every indi(*ation 
points to the coming D«*rby <lay as the great«*st in 
the history of the Milldale track. 

Cincinnati, <)., May .11. — No less than 4 »rght valu- 
j able stakes are to be given by the laitonia Jo<*key 

I Club during the thirty-one days meeting which com- 

mein*es at the picturesque Kenton County track on 
Saturda.v. June 10. The value* of these* rich events 
will aggregate ^Jo.OOO and, with lib<*ral purse* race*s 
and eivernight handicaps, the total distrilHition 
among the lu»rsenie*n during the .spring nie*eting will 
exe*e*e*el Ill.VHK). This will mean an average daily 
distribution of about which W’ill lie greater 

than that of any former year. 

Although the Iwitonia Derby is the premier at- 
traction of the me*e*ting, and is at prese*nt c*oming in 
for the bulk of public attention, the other fixtures 
are n<»t lM‘ing overlooked in tlie general discussion. 
-\side* from the Derby the chief intere*st centers 
around the Cincinnati Trophy, w’hich iH*ciiples a 
secondar.v place in imiMirtanct* and value to that of 
the big event of the oiK*uing day. 

Tliis race, which is om* of the newest of the IjU- 
tonla spring fixtures, liaving lM*en first run in the 
year 190.1. has leaped into prominence w'ithin recent 
years until it has liecome one of the foremost of 
Kentucky’s juvenile contests. It is for tw’o -year- olds 
and the distance is five and a half furlongs. Its 
value is $:i. 000 , and the owners of all the crack tw’o- 
year-<dds are iioluting for the rich prize. This race 
will lud b«* run until .Tul.v 8 . 

The two-year old stake events of the present Ken- 
tucky season have attracted more nominations than 
the stakes for mature horses, and the ('incinnati 
lYophy is no exception to this rule. For this im- 
iMirtaiit stake 144 of the lH*st tw’o-year-olds in train- 
ing have been nemiinated. tlie list of cilgibles con- 
taining the names of ail of the good ones that have 
bf*«*:i seen in action at li<*xinglon and I.K>uisville. It 
is a noteworthy fact that the Cincinnati Troph.v has 
attracted more nominations than any other stake to 
be di'cidiMl at the Latonia spring meeting. Roth in* 
the number and quality of th« juveniles that will be 
engaged, the race will be far alsive that of any 
former year. 

> Prominent among those counted upon as certain 
^ to start will Ik* Thomas C. McDowell’s chestnut colt. 
Hie Manager, which triumphc*<l sci impressively in 
the Rr«*eders’ Futurity at l..<*xington. the first of the 
rich juvenile events to be decided in Kentucky this 
season. The son of V’oter and Rracegirdk* won such 
a decisive victory in this race that Ids superiority 
was firml.v establislied. Tlie owner of the (vdt has 
not starti*d him since and «kM*s not expect to start 
him at tin* Ixiuisvllle meeting, preferring to save 
tlie colt for ids important engagement in the Cin- 
cinnati Tropliy. 

.\nion. the California-bred Piiryear D. — Adelfa 
colt, bred by A. R. Spreekcls at Ids famous Napa 
Stock Farm, and now’ owned by Kilwin Gaylord of 
Denver, will also be a sure starter for the Troph.v. 
Amun beat every good two-year-old at Oakland last

best of his age racing at th.it track. After being 
shipped to Pimlico Anion was taken sick and for this 
reason he wjis not sent to the post. He has fully 
recovered since being transferred to T»uisville. hut 
it is hardly possible that he will be started at tlie 
Downs, Under the care of Henry McDaniel the colt 
is going along well and is Iwing pointed especially 
for his Cincinnati Trophy engagement. It is prob- 
able that he may be s«en in action in a race previous 
to his engageineiu in the big raee. 

M'ortli, recently acquired by H. C. ITallenbeck of 
New' York for $10,000, and whieli won a considerable 
part of Ids purchase money iiy scoring in the Bash- 
ford Manor Stakes at Louisville, is another nominei* 
to the Cincinnati Trophy that will l>e accorded much 
support on tlie day of the big raee. Tliis Knight 
of the Thistle — Miss Hanover colt baa been winning 
over all kinds of tracks and is a good w’eiglit car- 
ri«*r, having had an impost of 121 pounds in the 
Bashford Manor Stakes, when he was conceding 
weight to all of his opfionents. A meeting between 
this proven crack and The Manager and Amon will 
arouse keen interest. 

Other .vonngsters that are likel.v starters in the 
Cincinnati Trophy and which are expected to figure 
prominently in the final outcome of the raee are 
Odd Nynipii, which w’lll carry the colors of Raleigh 
Colston; Floral Day, owned by F. E. Driver; Work- 
ing Lad, which has two victories at Louisville to 
his credit; Azyiade, a tried and true performer owned 
hy Ixm .lones; Upright, which will carry George M. 
Otloni’s colors; Clara Atkin, a sister to the noted 
Jack Atkin, which Barney Schreiber is preparing 
for the big race; I.Kady Lightning, a winner at 
lyuiisville. and King Brooinstlek. wlilch has already 
carried tlie colors of I, H. Wheatcroft successfully. 

The two-year-old stakes this season have invari- 
ably attracted large fields, and tlie Cincinnati Tro- 
piiy field promises to be as large, if not larger, than 
the juvenile events that have already iieen decided in 
this slate. Tlie race is sure to be hotly contested 
and tlie winner, unless there should be some fluke 
alKJut the running, will be heralded as the greatest 
wi'stern juvenile of tiie year. 

SUNSTAR FIRST IN THE EPSOM DERBY. 



Joel’s Colt Defeats Twenty-Five Opponents in a 
Canter — Royal Family in Attendance. 

London. Eng.. May 31. — Tw(>nty-six horses started 
in till* Epsom Derby tiKlay and J. B. .Joel’s Sun- 
star, ridden by the Frem*h jiickey Stern, won as 
easily as he trinmphcHl in the Two Tlimisaiid Guiimas 
.\pril 2d. As on that oe<*asion. Lord Derby’s^ Sted- 
fast was again second to Suiistar aiul Capt. F. For- 
ester’s Royal T<*nder finished third. Four Anierican- 
owned eligibles, J. K. Keene’s Runny mede. II. F, 
Wiiitne.v’s Ir<»ii Mask and All (»old. and L. Wiiians’ 
.\dani B(*de finished in the unplaced division, as also 
did two Frencli candidates. Stern waiUnl w’ith Sun- 
star to Tatteidiani Corner, then brought him through 
next to the rails and won with all ease hy two 
lengths, Stedfast finishing four in front of Royal 
Tender. Suiistar was tlie favorite at 13 to 8 , Sted- 
fast closing at S to 1 and Royal Tender at 25 to 1. 
Mr. Fairie’s colt Phryxus finished fourth. 

King George and Queen .Mary witiic*ssed the raee 
and the e(*rtainty of tli<*ir attendance led to the 
usual enormous crowd lM*iiig iiien*as«*d to rec«»rd- 
hreaking nuniliers.
